It 
is easy V-i understand how she emild 
have won tier way to the hearts of 
thousands of hearers, even will) a volee 
less wonderful than the one she has. 

Critics have exhausted their vocabu¬ 
lary of adjectives and searched alar 
tor similes and metaphors to describe 
.wine. Yaw s voice. She has been cal leu 
by tile name of the sweetest songbirds 
known. Hut perhaps tile most strik¬ 
ing feature of the voice is tin* tael 
tlmi at me point in the register where 
most sopranos begin to sound screechy 
I,ei* voice is tile sweetest. While It is 
not a Idg voice that lack is more than 
onset by its range and quality, es¬ 
pecially the quality of tile higher notes. 
There Is none other like it. Hut when 
all is said about tile voice one must 
come back to personality to account for 
ivi iiic. Yaw's popularity. Without that 
her voice would la* an instrument lor 
marvellous vocal gymnastics. but 
which would Win no Hearts. 

-No review of Mine. Yaw's varied pro. 
groin will to* attempted here. It should 
he remarked that a good many people 
were undoubtedly surprised t<> find 
themselves keenly enjoying music they 
would call "classical" and which they 
had thought the lack or musical edu¬ 
cation put beyond their power of ap¬ 
preciation. Under tin* magic of Mine. 
Yaw's Interpretations new avenues of 
pleasure were opened up to them. 

Mr Franklin Cannon, on account of 
\V llOHP illness tin* concert hail been 
postponed troni un earlier date, was 
well worth waiting for. He is a dean 
cut young man, of pleasing presence 
both on the platform and at the piano, 
fils accompaniments left nothing to he 
desired. His solo work satisfied the 
most critical and delighted those who 
have not the slightest knowledge "f 
technique. His interpretations were 
thoroughly pleasing While his touch 
wiis wonderfully delicate and showed 
.exceedingly title tone shading. Ills play¬ 
ing was thoroughly masculine. 

Kvery number on tin* program was 
received with enthusiastic applause, 
dlntli Mine. Yaw and Mr. cannon re¬ 
sponded generously with encores and 
the audience was plainly sorry when 
the program came to a close.

of Monday night did not furnlsli n 
’foretaste of what is to lie expected In 
tin* way of punctuality at local enter¬ 
tainments tills season. That was tHe 
fervently expressed wish of the half of 
the audience who cnilie on time and 
sat for a half or three-quarters of an 
hour while the other half struggled in 
and were seated.

At a meeting of representatives of 
the various organizations of philan¬ 
thropic workers, held at the Helping 
Station on Tuesday, it was decided to 
request that as far as possible every¬ 
thing in the shape of charity donations 
he sent to these headquarters where 
some one is always on duty. Judicious 
distribution of clothing, fruit, veget¬ 
ables, toys and rood will be made much 
more* praettcahle. 

Demands may he made upon inis 
bureau by the church aid societies for 
local work. The excess of materials 
received will he sent to the I'hlldrens 
Hospital and the Maternity Cottage 
In I,os Angeles whenever there is more 
on hand than Is needed in Sierra 
Madre. Every possible precaution Is 
taken in this work, such as tin* fumiga¬ 
tion of all clothing which is sent out. 

The building cotiiulns a much need¬ 
ed public comfort station. 

Materials needed by Mrs. Jensen In 
her work as municipal nurse are kept 
hi a store room provided for the pur¬ 
pose. iilfts of old or new bedding 
and clean rags are requested for this 
depurtmi nt. 

The maintenance of this Institution 
will devolve upon the residents of Sier¬ 
ra Madre* who are requested to pledge 
themselves to regular monthly con¬ 
tributions. As long ns Southern Call- 
' fornla Is the meecii of so many health 
seekers some systematic relief work 
for the Indigent Is Imperative, as well 
as the protection of the public health 
for which this station affords facili¬ 
ties. Sierra Madre has Us share of the 
work to do and the Helping Station 
Is the place to lend a hand. 

Next Thursday evening a Spanish 
Supper will be served at the* Womans 
('lull House, the proceeds to be do¬ 
nated to the Helping Station. Home 
made chicken tamales, enchiladas and 
frljoles will la* served. The- moving 
pictures will be shown as usual in the 
auditorium during the evening.

The average rainfall for October Is 
1.37. It is not often tlilit the rainfall 
for the first four days in the month Is 
so close upon the average. 

The highest recorded rainfall In Oc¬ 
tober, during Hie post 23 years, was In 
October, 1889, when tile first rain, for 
the season, fell on October 8th, and 
10.52 Inches was recorded for the 
month. In October, 1891, 1908 and 19011 
no rain fell. 

The rainfall for the first four days 
of the present month is the highest 
record for that period. I he hea\ J 
rainfall In October, 1899. was followed 
by heavy rains for the remainder of the 
season, the rainfall for the season, 
1889-90 being 48.111 Inches. The next 
highest October rainfall was in 1895. 
when 3.31 Inches fell during the month 
and 38.13 inches for . the season. In 
1897 the October rainfall was 3.19 
Inches and the season's rainfall only 
23.40 Inches. In 1899, although the Oc¬ 
tober rain amounted to 2.88 Inches, the 
season only produced 8,34. while In 1901 
the October record of 3.24 Inches was 
followed by a season's fall of 15.34

INQUIRY REGARDING REALTY 
BARGAIN RECALLS PROMO¬ 
TION OF BOOM DAYS 


Now and then curious echoes are 
heard of boom days a quarter century 
pust. People who wonder at the ac¬ 
tivity of subdividers nowadays would 
be astounded at the temerity of pro¬ 
moters during tile early booms. A 
Monrovia man has just received a mail 
Inquiry regarding the Chicago Park 
Tract, according to the Monrovia 
News, The inquirer says lie has "an 
opportunity to acquire 225 lots in 
which are many walnut trees lor 
$ 1.400" and asks advice regarding the 
Investment. The News continues: 

"Chicago Park is in the bed of the 
Sun Gabriel river just this side of El 
Monte and is well watered in the win¬ 
ter'season. Mr. Blythe says that on 
the lots mentioned holes 15 to 20 feet 
deep which have been burrowed bythe 
river are by no means uncommon. The 
tract was laid out, as far ns it Is pos¬ 
sible to lay out a waterway, In the 
palmy days when speculation ran riot 
in Monrovia and vicinity and the re¬ 
moter of this daring venture took his 
plats and prospectusses to Chicago, 
where they made a strong appeal to 
many persons interested in the stories 
of life in California and who cher¬ 
ished hopes of residing under iis 
sunny skies some day, that the lots 
readily sold for $160 to $500, the real 
values in Monrovia being used to boost 
this swindle. Ever since that time 
the lots have figured in "trades,” lie 
official records of real estate trans¬ 
fers containing occasional mention of 
the trac t. Doubtless title to many of 
the lots has reverted to tlie govern¬ 
ment for non-payment of taxes, hut 
Ihat faith in their realty still survives 
in certain quarters is evidences by 
this Inquiry."

That the said City of 
Sierra Madre expressly reserves the 
right to grade or re-g ade, pave or re¬ 
pave, macadamize or re-macadamize, 
sewer or re-sewer, plank or re-plank, 
gutter or re-gutter, curb or re-curb, re¬ 
pair, improve or oil any of the streets 
in the said City of Sierra Madre or to 
lay gas, water, or other pipes thereon, 
such work to be done so as to injure 
said grantee's said water mains and lat¬ 
erals as little as possible. 

SECTION 7. That said grantee shall, 
during the life of said franchise pay to 
the City of Sierra Madre, in lawful 
money of the United States, two (2) 
per cent of the gross annual receipts of 
such grantee, arising from the use, 
operation, and possession of said fran¬ 
chise. No percentage shall be paid for 
the first five (5) years succeeding the 
date of said franchise but thereafter such

NOW THEREFORE, there is hereby 
granted to Annetta M. Carter, her suc¬

SECTION lVi- The right, privilege

Annetta M. Carter, her successors and 
J assigns for the laying, constructing, 
maintaining and keeping for a period 
of fifty.
